At the treatment plant he said 
that the two final clarifiers have 
been poured and that partial 
pouring has been made on the 
sludge pumping building which 
is ,59 per cent completed,, and 
two aeration tanks. 
Further 
pourings are being made daily 
•nd 
form 
construction 
is 
preceding the pourings. 
He explained that difficulty is 
being encountered in obtaining 
textured brick for the front of 
the building. 
Work must still be done on two 
head walls, at Smiley Avenue 
and at Julian Street, and some 
details at the intersection of 16th 
•nd Main Streets. The Main 


Street 
lift station has 
been 
elim inated. 
Cleaning 
up, 
grading, 
and 
installation 
of 
curbs must also be done before 
the Jackson Street sewer is 
finalized 
The superintendent said that 
the necessity of encasing the tile 
line in a steel tube and sealing in 
the tile with concrete did not 
turn out properly and that the 
contractor is faced with the job 
of removing the present line 
because there is a high spot 
caused by the tile line floating in 
the grouting during setting up. 
Called to the attention of the 
board was the fact that the new 
sewers will m ake sewage hook­ 
ups available to buildings that 
have not previously covered by 
the terms of a city ordinance. 
Steps will be taken to inform 
these 
people 
of 
sew er 
availability and that 
proper 
time will be allowed for them to 
make the needed connections. 
A situation was discussed by 
the board in which it is said that 
the board of health has ascer­ 
tained that sewage from 
a 


residence is bubbling up in the 
yard. It was the decision of the 
board that the city ordinances 
pertaining to sewage disposal 
should, 'be rigidly enforced...

It was said that a considerable 
saving could be effected if the 
amount of w ater treated at the 
disposal plant was reduced by 
one-third.

divorce. 


For years we

It is in­ 
teresting to note, however, that 
when a family goes to church 
together this rate drops to one 
out of every forty m arriages 
ending in divorce court. Where

tial than either Senators Ken­ 
nedy, Muskie and Humphrey 
and about as influential as the 
AFL-CIO.

The late Branch Rickey's bringing Jackie 
Robinson to the old Brooklyn Dodgers in 1947 was a move 
that broke that unfortunate tradition. 


Since that time there have been, and there rem ain, 
dozens upon dozens of blacks in the m ajor leagues. But 
until Robinson's choice as field m anager for the Cleveland 
Indians, no black had ever ach'eved that status, 


Robinson broke into major league baseball as a rookie 
outfielder for the Cincinnati Reds. Subsequently he 
becam e the only m ajor leaguer ever to be voted Most 
Valuable Player (M VP) 
in each the National and 
American leagues. 


We applaud Robinson's view that he wants to be 
judged, now . on what he can achieve as a manager, and 
also as a continuing player in the role of a designated 
nit ter. He doesn’t 'want special recognition because he is 
the first of his race in a m anager's position in m ajor 
league baseball. 


Achievement in any field, whether it be sports, 
business, industry or whatever, must depend upon ability. 
And first there must be opportunity to use that ability. 


Professional baseball now has made another op­ 
portunity available after many years of denial. It’s a 
welcome move.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Stung by a near repeat of the 
1.972, Soviet wheat fiasco, the 
Agriculture Department Mon­ 
day revealed a hastily drawn 
up voluntary system designed 
to keep track of major grain 
sales to foreign countries. 
The system was announced 
by Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L. Butz in the wake of the 
revelation Friday night that 
two giant grain, exporting firms 
had negotiated sales of 3 4 
million tons of wheat and corn 
to the Soviet Union.

companies —Continental Grain 
Co. of New York and Cook 
Industries of Memphis. Tenn. — 
agreed to postpone their sales. 
Butz said prior Agriculture 
Department approval will now 
be required for large export 
sales.

has called Butz and the grain 
company officials to testify 
before his permanent investiga- 
I i ons s, u bcom n i, i 11 ee t od a y t o 
clear up questions surrounding

The hearings open amid

The companies said Monday 
they cleared the sales in 
advance with the Agriculture 
Department, but Butz said he 
did not know about it until after 
the fact.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - With 
large supplies of beef expected 
to hit the market soon, dollar- 
conscious consumers may find 
some excellent deals for their 
freezers, but the Agriculture 
Department says there are 
some key decisions that should 
be made before buying a. side 
or quarter of beef. 
It is important to know how 
much meat can be stored in the 
freezer, the amount your family 
can use within, a reasonable 
time and the kind of cuts and 
quality your family prefers. 
By buying a whole carcass, 
side or quarter of beef, 
consumers receive a wide 
variety of cuts from the highest 
to the lowest priced. Most 
locker and freezer outlets will 
convert cuts you do not want to 
use “as is” into ground meat, or 
stew meat. 
A carcass, side or quarter is 
normally sold by its hanging 
weight which means the weight 
before cutting and trimming. 


The amount of meat you take 
home will be considerably less. 
For a beef carcass, loss due to 
'bone, fat trim, and shrinkage 
could vary from 20 to 30 per 
cent (at a 25 per cent cutting 
loss rate, a 300-pound side of 
beef would yield 225 pounds of 
usable cuts). 
The department says a rule 
of thumb for carcass beef is 25 
per cent waste, 25 per cent 
ground beef and stew meat, 25 
per cent steaks and 25 per cent 
roasts. 
A hindquarter of beef will 
yield more steaks and roasts 
but will cost more per pound 
than a forequarter. A forequar­ 
ter, which contains the rib 
roasts, has more of the less 
tender cuts than the hindquar­ 
ter because the chuck, or 
shoulder, makes up about half 
the forequarter's weight. 
The yield of usable lean 
meat, however, is greater in 
the forequarter than the hind­ 
quarter.

Committee System Passed 
Reforms To Change House 


By G E N E B ER N H A R D T 
..ASHINGTON <UPI) - The 
first 
change 
in 
the 
House 
committee system in 26 years 
will 
leave 
the 
current 
21 
standing committees as they 
are, but the reforms passed 
late 
Tuesday 
would 
change 
some of their functions and 
procedures. 
The 203-165 roll call 
vote 
ending a week and a half of 
bitter floor debate was came on 
a 
more 
moderate 
reform 
measure than the one proposed 
by a select committee that 
worked on. the issue for a year 
and a half. 


The bill, which, affects only 
House committees and does not 
need 
Senate 
or 
presidential 
approval, takes effect with the 
new 94th Congress convening in 
January. 
In addition to some minor 
changes in committee jurisdic­ 
tion, the measure would for the 
first time guarantee the minori­ 
ty political party a third of a 
committee’s funds for hiring its 
own 
staff, 
eliminate 
proxy 
voting 
and 
require 
early 
organization of each incoming 
new Congress. 
The original bill, would, have 
abolished the Post Office-Civil 


Service 
Committee 
and. the 
House Internal Security Com­ 
mittee. 


It would have divided the 
Education and Labor Commit­ 
tee 
into 
separate 
panels, 
restricted membership on only 
one of 15 major' committees and 
seven minor ones and sharply 
reduced the jurisdiction of the 
key Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee. 


Before passage, the House 
added a provision giving itself 
expanded jurisdiction over gov­ 
ernment spy agencies such as 


the Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy. 
The House approved by voice 
vote an amendment to give its 
Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee 
* ‘oversight1 ’ jurisdiction over 
“ intelligence 
activities 
that 
affect foreign policy.’’ 
The House also tentatively 
approved rules changes that 
would give broadcast journal­ 
ists the same right as the print 
media 
to 
cover 
committee 
meetings that do not involve 
the hearing of testimony.

New York Bank 
Declares Bankruptcy

NEW YORK (UPI)-Frank 
lin National Bank was dec­ 
lared 
bankrupt 
by 
the 
government Tuesday, but six 
European banks stepped in to 
bail it out of receivership and 
promised to honor all deposits. 
It was the largest bank failure 
in U.S. history. 
The new owners said 
the 
more than 100 branches of the 
bank in the New York area 
would 
be open 
for 
regular 
banking business today. 
The Federal Deposit. Insur­ 
ance Corp., which placed the 
bank in receivership, said the 
money of the bank’s 620,000 
depositors, including 6,000 per­ 
sons 
with 
more 
than 
the 
insured limit of $20,000, would 
be protected. 
And, 
said 
Frank 
Wille, 
chairm an of the FDIC, “all 
checks written on the Franklin 
... 
will 
be 
honored. 
The 
clearance process goes forward 
as if there was no failure.” 
An officer for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, 
which had lent Franklin Nation­ 
al $1.7 billion to keep its doors 
open through the summer, said 
it was the biggest U.S. bank 


ever to fail. 
WJlle told a news conference 
the failure of the nation’s 20th 
largest bank was not a sign 
that other major banks would

It is also McNamara’s view 
that aid is in the self interest of 
affluent countries.

these “marginal men” will give 
up something else to muster 
their meager resources to buy 
the food they need to stay alive. 
It is difficult to overcome the 
habit of eating. And this, he 
said, means more competition 
for scarce food supplies and 
ultimately higher prices for 
bread and meat in the rich 
countries.

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Congressmen Ponder Tax Hikes 
As They Go Home For Re-Election

WASHINGTON (UP!) - The 
idea of imposing heavier taxes 
on the middle class aroused no 
enthusiasm today in a Congress 
which is about to go home to 
seek re-election. 
Congressmen said they would 
have 
to 
be 
convinced 
by 
President Ford if —as widely 
expected —he makes a 5 per 
cent surtax the keystone to his 
program to fight inflation. 
To prepare public opinion for 
Ford’s program of austerity, 
the White House used harsh 
and rarely employed term s — 
"restraint, self-discipline and 
sacrifice.” 
Ford, acting after a month of 
consultations with every ele­ 
ment of 
the 
public 
at 
the 
summit, was going before a 
Joint session of Congress with 
his proposed solutions to the 
problems of inflation, energy 
housing, 
interest 
rates 
and 
unemployment. It was sche­ 
duled for late afternoon, and 
White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen confirmed that it 
had been tim ed to come after 
the New York stock m arkets 
close. 
Asked if a surtax proposal 
was likely to hurt Republicans 
at the polls four weeks from 
today, Rep. John Anderson, R- 
111., replied: “ Frankly, yes. I 


don’t believe you ever recom ­ 
mend a tax increase without 
having to be concerned ...” 
To

with

deep-set 
inflation and a sim ultaneous 
economic downturn —and the 
threat of fuel shortages which 
could make both worse —Ford 
was expected to propose: 
—A surtax of about 5 per cent 
on the income taxes middle and 
upper income individuals and 
corporations 
will 
pay 
next 
spring on 1974 earnings. 
—A program to make local 
and state governments “em ­ 
ployers of last resort” for those 
thrown out of work 
in the 
current stalem ate. Up to 500,000 
public service jobs —in parks, 
hospitals, schools —might be 
created. 
—A stiff $300 billion spending 
ceiling, involving a $5 billion 
budget cut, for the current 
fiscal year. This would serve as 
a signal to the Federal Reserve 
to allow' interest rates to climb 
down from their current peaks. 
—Tax 
aid 
to some 
hard- 
pressed 
industries, 
including 
housing and 
utilities, 
which 
need 
to 
expand

m eet 
demands. 
—Other tax incentives to spur 
investment in business and to 
induce people to save. 
—An appeal for sharp but

Speaker for the Child Viewer

New York (UPI) — It is a 
typical Saturday morning in a 
typical 
American 
household. 
The television set is on, the 
cartoons are going, the children 
are glued figuratively to the 
home screen. 
But the scene is changing. 
There is more and a better 
choice 
of 
children’s 
fare, 
including more programs of the 
non-cartoon nature and fewer of 
the stream of commercials. 
Evelyn Kaye thinks that an 
organization called ACT is in 
part responsible for the im­ 
provement 
because 
of 
its 
pressures through parents and 
others interested in children’s 
Television fare. 
“ I feel very hopeful of what’s 
happening,”1 said Miss Kaye, 
one of four founders of ACT, 
w'hich stands for Action for 
Children’s Television. 


*‘I think the most exciting 
thing is that program.s are 
different. They aren’t being 
churned out with the same 
characters, the same voices. 
Saturday morning used to be 
' one big blanket.” 


She named specific additions 
by the three major networks, 
with 
action 
shows, 
a 
film 
festival, a folksy nostalgia show 
and documentaries for Satur­ 
day’s children... 


“And why,” she asked, “can’t 
the networks rerun some of 
their best Saturday morning 
shows 
during 
the 
week 
at 
another peak viewing, time for 
children, between five and six 
in the evening? Better than the 
reruns of some of the so-called 
adult shows.” 


She also commended the cut 
in the number of commercials 
now' on children’s shows. Any 
one hour of programming used 
to have as many as 16 minutes 
of commercials, she said. It’s 
been cut. to 12 currently, will go 
to 10 on Jan. 1, and to nine and 
one-half minutes a year hence. 


ACT grew out of the concern 
of a group of Newton, Mass., 
parents on what television was 
offering the young viewers.

■ Indiana's education bargaining 
law is proving to be an effective 
vehicle to resolve contract disputes 
b e tw e e n te a c h e rs and sch o o l 
boards. 
The General Assembly placed a 
te a c h e r s ’ b arg ain in g law on th e 
books in 1973. It is the first such 
leg islatio n affectin g public e m ­ 
ployees in Indiana. 


The law created an Indiana Edu­ 
c a tio n E m p lo y m e n t R e la tio n s 
Board, now In its first year of oper­ 
ation. It is headed by Frank DeWald, 
who has devoted nearly a lifetime 
of professional service to state and 
federal governments. 
There are 294 school district bar­ 
gaining units in Indiana. 
Figures made available several 
days ago by Mr. DeWald's board 
indicate that 261 school districts 
have com pleted negotiations which 
will result in collective bargaining 
a g re e m e n ts . N early 200 sig n ed 
agreem ents already are in the files. 
Twelve districts are in fact-find­ 
ing, five are in mediation, four are 
still negotiating, eleven have indi­ 
cated that they will not have a col­ 


lective bargain in g con tract this 
school year, and one district has 
appealed a unit determination dis­ 
pute to the courts. 
The board also has been active 
in determining bargaining units and 
has been involved in the disposi­ 
tion of TOO such cases. 
Results from the first round of 
endeavors appear quite promising. 
The board does anticipate an ex­ 
panding caseload of unfair labor 
practice issues and expects more 
intense collective bargaining next 
year. 
The principal negative comment 
we've heard is the opinion that the 
board doesn’t have enough power. 
Others would argue, though, that 
limited powers make more sense. 
Of course, one of the reasons 
that the system is working is the 
cooperative climate involving both 
school boards and teachers. 
Our early successes are encour­ 
aging. W henever we can resolve an 
education dispute without disrup 
tion, it saves money, protects the 
integrity of our education system, 
and assures our children of uninter­ 
rupted educational opportunities.
